The immense literature of the 
language has established a standard 
to which the people must come, since it 
will be impossible to bend the printed 
monuments to the whims of crudity 
and of ignorance.

During the war with 
Spain many Spanish words were in use, 
as &@2 common means of recognizing 
ideas or subjects in common sight. The 
same thing has.occurred in connection 
with the Poer war. But when the oc- 
casion passes by these words lose their 
potency, and we return to the original 
Tnglish—the English of Shakespeare,of 
Byron, of Longfellow, and we might 
almost say of Mr. Carlton himself. 


Colonel Mills as Commandant. 

Some curious features have been 
brought out in the investigation of the 
hazing of Oscar lL. Booz, and probably 
none more curious than the admissions 
of Colonel Mills, the commandant of 
the post. 

The evidence given In by the cadets 
uniformly establishes the existence of 
hazing in its most objectionable forms, 
to which Colonel Mills himself added 
intense interest by admitting the ex- 
istence of what he described as “‘secret 
outrages” upon the fresh cadets. The 
character of these outrages prevented 
their description, a fact of which the 
friends of the dead cadets, Booz and 
Breth, took due notice. 

Yet in the face of all this, replying 
to General Bates, Colonel Mills said: 

I don’t think hazing can be effectually 
stamped out as long as human nature re- 
mains as it Even in colleges and in 
schools and business centers it is carried 
on. For instance, the initiation of a mem- 
ber of the stock exchange is marked by 
rough usage of the newcomer. But I 
think that by vigilance of the ‘authorities 
at this academy and the co-operation of 
the cadets. themselves it can be kept 
within such bounds that no injury would 
result, 

Then came this passage: 

“Have you any measures to suggest 
which, in your opinion, would stamp out 
hazing at this academy?’ General Brooke 
inquired. 

“No. sir; I think that the present consll- 
tions are all that can he desired and that 
the continuation of these efforts will ac- 
complish everything that we can expect 
to accomplich.”’ 

Continuing, Calonel Mills said: “I be- 
lieve that it would be most unwise for 
congress to act either by the requirement 
of an oath or by any. other provisions 
than making the superintendent's power 
absolute in a case of hazing, so that he 
can act summarily at all times.”’ 

Colonel Mills is eligible to the com- 
mand of a regiment of men. Suppose 
that when he took command of his 
regiment the boys should give him a 
march or two up the company street, 
make him play eagle and stand on his 
head, would he excuse it on the ground 
that it was only what is to be expected 
“as long as human nature remains as 
it is?” If he could exact good order in 
his regiment, why not in the academy? 

In view of the disclosures at West 
Point, and the surrender of Colonel 
Mills to the spirit of mob law, it must 
be evident that he has lost his power 
for usefulness there, and that he should 
be replaced by a man who has a better 
understanding of the scope of his au- 
thority. :

The Pei-ho is today the main artery 
of the foreign body in China, The 
read from Taku reaches but little 
Tien Tsin in a completed condition, and 
the river is the chief medium between the 
latter city and the capital. Thousands 
of junks, hauled up stream by cooles, 
and carried down stream by the slow 
running current, carry the supplies for 
the armies located in Pekin, and for the 
detachments between the two chief cities 
in this part of China. 

Arriving 2t Tien Tsin some three weeks 
ago from a trip in the direction of the 
Manchurian frontier, and desiring to 
reach Pekin, I applied to the chief quar- 
termaster of the United States army at 
Tien Tsin for transportation on one of 
the junks of the river ‘‘fleet.”” It was 
rcadily granted and I went without direc- 
tion to the river front, where hundreds of 
junks were lashed side by side, and thou- 
sands of Chinese were making 
all sorts of noises to no evident purpose. 
After an-hour’s hard searching I found 
the American ‘‘fleet.’’ It consisted of 
nine junks, each about thirty feet’ in 
lergth, and having one mast, which held 
the paraphernalia attached to a square- 
rigeed sail. On each of the junks float- 
ed what once was a white piece of cot- 
ten, about two feet squa-c, and bearing 
very amateurish letters “U. S."" The 
‘‘fleats’’ of the other nations were 
moored .near our own, each boat flying 
the flag of its sponsor. I learned that 
American flags were very scarce and thit

It was plain that they had but recently 
been killed—not more than 
fore. But this sight occasioned ex- 
traordinary comment, and Chinamen and 
soldiers passed them by on the bank 
without giving them a second glance.

On the third day from Tien Tsin I ac- 
compantfed ashore some guards from 
other boats of the ‘‘fleet,”” and together 
we started across country intending to 
look about a village in the distance, and 
again to catch up with our junk before 
nightfall. There were five in the party, 
each carrying an army rifle and several 
rounds of cartridges. Passing through 
an extensiye cornfield, the splendid crop 


| long over ripe in the hot sun, we reached 


the government highway which for a long 
distance parallels the river between Tien 
Tsin and the capital city, and 
would open the eyes of American road 
builders, so massive and substantial is 
its censtruction. 

About three miles from the highway in 
a slight depression of land to the south 
was the village, called Poa Ting. We 
were not long in reaching the place, 
which at first glance appeared wholly 
deserted. Not a soul could be in

An occasional ugly cur furnished 
a target for.our marksmen. 

When about to leave the place—which 
might have been a town of five or six 
thousand people—we noticed fresh blood 
upon the clay walls, and spattered against 
the walls of the buildings. A Httle fur- 
ther on was found the cap of a Russian 
soldier and a few rods away close by the 
entrance Of an alley was the beheaded 
remains of a white man. The clothing 
had been stripped from the body and it 
was impossible to judge whether the vic- 
tim had been soldier or civilian, but the 
finding of the cap led us to believe that 
one of the czar’s troopers had met his 
fate there. Almost simultaneous 
the finding of the body one of our party 
noticed a large number of Chinamen 
lurking in one of the by-streets ana gave 
the alarm.

Later that evening we learned that a 
large Russian patrol was in search of this 
band of Chinamen and that, mistaking a 
body of Japanese troops for the ma- 
rauders, had fired into and killed and 
wounded several.

Asked what 
punishment would be given them, he sig- 
nificantly @emarked: ‘‘We never turn 
them over to the British, for that would 
mean no punishment at all,’ but he failed 
to state what his own authorities would 
do in the premises.

Their own brethren 
in arms—the “reg’lar Tommy Atkins” 
will have nothing to do with them: the 
Japs are their sworn enemies, and the 
foreign soldiers do not hesitate to take a 
shot at of the Anglo-Indians when 
the slightest provocation offers. 

This little digression will be pardoned, 
since | include the Sikhs first among 
the pirates of the Pei-ho. There can be 
no question but that more petty outrage 
pillage and rapine may be credited te 
these turbaned brigands from Bombay 
and Bengal than to any other source.

entire region, but anarchy in its worst 
form is upon every hand, and the peace- 
ful Chinaman—the peasant of the village, 
farm and field—is the sufferer. I am glad

| to be able to say that instances of looting 


| on the part of our soldiers are very rare, 


and I have yet to learn of a single brutal 
or outrageous affair perpetrated by men 
wearing the American uniform. 

The petty pirates of thd Pei-ho i place 
in this order: Sikh soldiers, placed in de- 
tachments along the river to keep peace; 
native bands of Chinamen who came to 
this section to join in the war against 
foreigners, and the Russian soldiers wno 
patrol the Pekin railway. 

Thus, while the powers are talking 
peace and indemnity at Pekin, the fertile 
valley of the Pei-ho, with its beautiful 
fields and abundant harvests, is §iven 
over to pillage and ruin.

Mayor Nash Testifies. 

Major Nash, of the First battalion, was 
the first witness called. He is the offi- 
cer who preferred the charges against 
Captain Aldred. 

“This matter was called to my atten- 
tion,’’ said Major Nash, ‘‘by Colonel Park 
Woodward and Captain Harry Anderson.” 

The bill of the Atlanta City Brewing 
Company was sent to him, he said, as an 
official paper; therefore he had to take 
it up. He investigated the bill. and re- 
ferred it to’Captain Aldred, who was or- 
dered to pay it. Captain Aldred replied 
that he knew nothing about the bill; that 
the beer was probably purchased before 
he took command of the company, or by 
some one who used the company’s name 
without authority, and he knew nothing 
about it.

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HUGE SMOKESTACK, 
BREAKS DERRICK 


Considerable Excitement at New Em- 
pire Building Yesterday. 


GREAT CROWD CUNGREGATED 


Derrick Was on Top of Building and 
Collapsed with Crash. 


ONE MAN WAS SLIGHTLY INJURED 


Effort Was Made To Hoist Stack, but 
the Strain on the Derrick 
Was Too Great. 


An -unsuccessful attempt to hoist a 
huge iron smokestack on the new Empire 
building created a scene of considerable 
excitement yesterday afternoon. This 
was caused by the collapsing of a der- 
rick which was stationed on the fifth 
story of the iron framework and which 
was being used to lift the stack. 

The derrick is a very large one and 
was thought to be exceedingly strong. The 
stack is also a monstrous piece of iron 
work, “put those in charge thought that 
the derrick was of sufficient strength to 
hold it. The stack rested on a very heavy 
wagon on the ground, just inside of the 
fence about the building, and several 
wire cables connected it with the der- 
rick. 
The men in charge.of the work real-. 
ized that they were entrusted with a 
tremendous undertaking and they went 
RHpout it carefully. When everything was 
in readiness the engine was set to work, 
the wire ropes became taut, and the 
massive burden began to:‘slowly rise. The 
Strain on the derrick was too great, 
however, and when the stack was only a 
short distance from the ground there 
was a sudden terrific crash, the great 
beams of the instrument fell to the steel 
frame of the top of the building, and the 
stack again fell in place on the wagon. 
The long beam of the derrick str@ck 
across one of the steel beams and was 
broken in two, one of the pieces falling 
about midway between the ground and 
the top of the building and remaining 
suspended in the air, being held by ‘the 
Wire ropes. The crash attendant upon 
the collapse of the derrick was heard for 
some distance, and it was only the space 
of a few seconds until a large crowd * 
had collected about the building: No one 
was injured in the accident with the ex- 
ception of a carpenter, who was slightly 
hurt on the arm by being struck by fall- 
ing tiling. The damage done the build- 
ing was slight.

local fire insurance he adquarters are able 
to submit reports their head offices, 
showing that for one year, at least, the 
south has made money for the e ompanies. 

It is an admitted fact that in this see- 
tion of the country more than in any 
other of the United States with the ex- 
ceptiombf the Pacific ecoa™ states.' in- 
surance rates are now more nearly ade- 
quate to the fire Waste. This is due not 
only to the conservatism and level- 
headedness of southern managers, but to 
a large degree is the result of the wide- 
spread operation of the Southeastern 
Tariff Association, an organization by 
whose influence rates are maintained and 
general good practice in fire insurance 
underwriting has been firmly established. 

The approximate experience of the 
principal fire insurance departments 
cated in Atlanta is given as follows:

The people living on East Linden and 
West Peachtree have undoubtedly been 
badly frightened. Many of the ladies*and 
children have been afraid to venture 
out of doors after dark for several nights. 

The dogs were said to be something 
like a pack of hungry wolves and were 
ready to attack anybody — came in 
their way. 

For three or four nights . have run 
loose on the streets and through yards, 
howling like wolves and making the night 
truly hideous.

Be it Known, how- 
ever, that the governor is not aspiring to 
any intimate relations with the Hohen- 
zolierns or the Guelphs, but the high 
sounding titles touched the governor's 
vein of humor and he simply laughed. 

The Rev. M. Gregg is a colored preacher 
of New Orleans, who is evidently seek- 
ing to do somefhing for the benefit of 
his race. He wrote letters to the gov- 
ernors of most of the southern states ask- 
ing them to take some action looking to 
the prevention of lynching. Among the 
letters was one to Governor Candler, 
which the governor promptly answered, 
deploring the crime of lynching, but call- 
ing the attention of the Rev. Gregg to 
the fact that he seemed to ignore the 
crime which caused lynching, and ‘sug- 
gesting that he should also work among 
his race with a view to preventing the 
recurrence of such crimes. The govern- 
or’s letter was evidently appreciated, and 
from the tenor of the reply it would 
seem the correspondent imagines the chief 
executive of the commonwealth of Geor- 
gia the occupant of a dictator's throne. 
The letter is as follows: 

New Orleans, La., December 13, .1900.—

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BIGGARS CHARGED WITH 
PURLOINING GAS SUPPLY 


‘A larceny case of a unique nature is 
down on Justice Bateman’s docket for 3 
o'clock this afternoon. The thing alleged 
to have been stolen was the most in- 
tangible thing imaginable—gas. 

The plaintiff is W. J. Brown, proprietor 
of the Globe saloon, at 18 North Broad 
street, who charges that S. T. Biggars, 
who runs a restaurant in the basement 
of the saloon, surreptitiously and with 
the intent to purloin the aforesaid gas, 
made a connection with the pipes that 
pay tribute to the meter that keeps tab 
on the gas burned by Brown, to the 
financial damage of the latter to the 
extent of $9.65. 

Brown's gas troubles are of some three 
months’ standing. The lights used in the 
Globe saloon are with one or two ex- 
ceptions electric lights, and the normal 


cost of the gas consumed was under $1 a 
month. When, November Ist, the gas 
company brought in a bili of over $5, 


Brown was something more than non- 
plussed. He charged the meter’ with 
falsifying the returns and the company 
lmatituted an fnvestigation, but found 
nothirg wrong. The meter was changed, 
however, and when December Ist rolled 
around a bill of even more substantial 
proportions was presented to Brown by 
the polite gas collector. 

At this juncture a discharged employee 
of the restaurant went to Brown and 
told him Biggars was consuming gas at 
his expense and an inspection of the 
pipes in the restaurant, made by an em- 
bloyee of the gas.company at Brown's 
request, revealed a badly mixed condi- 
tion of gas consumption. 

Biggars admitted that the gas was on 
him, after having the pipe connections 
called to his attention. but denied any 
wrong intentions, claiming § that hig 
brother, who works in the restaurant; 
had unwittingly coupled onto the wrong 
pipe. When asked by Brown to pay for 
the surplus gas shown on the latter's 
bills he disputed the amount and Brown 
swore out the warrant for larceny.
